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GIVES DOWN 


Abutment At Big Sand Creek Sinks 


About Four Inches- 


It is reported that one of the abut­ 
ments at the 
new interurban bridg e 
at B ig Sand 
Creek 
has sunk down 
about four inches and that a number 
of men are now at work there g etting 
thing s ready to put the bridg e back 
into shape. 
Only two or three work 
trains passed ov er the bridg e before 
the accident happened and consequent­ 
ly but little ballasting has been done 
this side of the riv er. 
A s a result the 
work of b allastin g has been prog ress­ 
ing northward instead of tow ard S e y ­ 
mour as their intentions had 
been. 
The ballasting h as now been com ple­ 
ted from B ig Sand 
Creek to 
a mile 
north of A zalia, 
a total distance of 
about three miles. 
The track 
is all 
laid now from Sey m our to a point a 
half mile or a mile north of where the 
b allastin g has been com pleted. 
The trouble with the 
bridg e at Big 
Sand Creek seems to be that the piling 
was not put down deep enoug h under 
the middle abutment. 
It is said that 
som e who saw the pile driv in g in the 
iirst place were o f the o pinion that 
they were not g o in g deep enoug h with 
it. 
Howev er, 
the trouble 
will 
not 
cau se any delay in the com pletion of 
the road as the ballastin g can proceed 
northward just 
as well while 
the 
bridg e is being made ready . 
The test 
of running heav y 
work trains ov er 
the bridge will make it all the more 
safe before any passeng ers are carried. 
It is probable that the abutment nev er 
would hav e g iv en down at all with 
two or three cars heav ily loaded 
with 
passeng ers. 
If it should be found necessary to 
tear out the abutment and 
put dow n 
piling deeper, it would cause but little 
delay 
as 
temporary 
arrang em ents 
could be made to hold up the bridg e 
so that work on the abutment could 
proceed while the bridg e was 
in 
use. 
Such accidents occur frequently with 
bridg es and when the sam e is remedied 
not ev en the heav iest work 
train 
would hav e any effect on the 
bridg e 
much less the heav iest train of passen­ 
g ers. 
The Southern Indiana had consider­ 
able trouble with their bridg e on ly 
a 
few rods further up the stream and 
finally dumped a lot of stone in the 
riv er at that place. 
W hen the S. 
I. 
people were driv ing their piling 
it is 
said that they would 
som etim es be 
driv en into the sand som etim es sev eral 
feet at one stroke. 
It is found to be 
v ery sandy as y ou approach B artholo­ 
mew count) .

Planting; « f Forajye Crop*. 
To encourage an Improvement 
In 
the forage crops In the Middle West­ 
ern States Is one of the features of the 
work 
undertaken 
by tho bureau of 
plant industry, now the strongest In 
the United States D epartm ent of Agri­ 
culture, says the Kansas City Star. 
Ilarry N. Yiuall of Washington, D. C., 
an agent of the bureau of plant indus­ 
try, is a guest at the Savoy Hotel. He 
ls making ex periments In Arkansas, 
Missouri, Kansas and Iowa to Intro­ 
duce better forage crops among the 
farmers. 
The government Is now encouraging 
the fanners to plant 
English 
blue 
grass or “meadow fescue,” as It Is 
called. 
It ls much stronger and coars­ 
er than the Kentucky blue grass. 
It 
Is now grown in Johnson County, Kan­ 
sas, more ex tensively than in any oth­ 
er section of the United States and 
this county is the headquarters from 
which the industry Is encourovd. 
It 
is there th at the seeds are produced 
which are used by this government 
The grass is harvested like grain and 
thrashed in an ordinary thrashing m a­ 
chine. 
It ls of perennial growth. 
“The bureau of plant Industry has 
been eo-operatlng with a few farmers 
In various sections of the country by 
giving them enough seeds to sow an 
acre of ground in the 
new 
forage 
crops,” Mr. Vinall said this morning. 
Mr. YInall Is a graduate of the Kansas 
Agricultural College. 
“The 
English 
blue grass, alfalfa, clover, timothy, red 
top and other foliage crops are being 
introduced all over the country. 
The 
uld method of planting the same crop 
of corn or wheat or oats on a piece of 
ground every year robs the 
so il of Its 
fertility and farming 
becomes 
less 
profitable. 
The object of these ex peri­ 
ments by the government is to Intro­ 
duce more modern metliods of farming 
to preserve the fertility of the soil. 
“The old method is to plant a crop 
of corn on a piece of land where corn 
has been grown for years. 
When the 
com Is gathered In the fall the cows 
are turned in and eat down the little 
forage left on the stalks. 
The land is 
idle until another crop of corn is plant­ 
ed. 
T hat kind of farming doesn't pay. 
The land needs a rest from the sauio 
old crop. These forage crops of clover, 
alfalfa, red top and timothy and other 
things should be introduced as a fertil­ 
izer, as well as for profit. 
There 
is 
money In forage crops. 
If a fanner 
once understands how to keep his land 
busy all the time without impairing 
its fertility he has discovered the se­ 
cret of profitable farming. 
This

what the government

to 
teach.”

crops, but it does not give away seed 
ex cept when it chooses to make ex peri­ 
ments.

mitigate this appalling annual destruc­ 
tion, but with little avail. 
The venomous snakes of India, most 
destructive of life may be placed In 
the following order: 
First of all comet 
the deadly cobra, responsible for near­ 
ly nine-tenths of the fatalities, and then 
the krait, kuppur, Russell's viper, the 
h a m a d o as, and Raj sump. 
The w ater snakes kill a good many, 
as we shall sen*, but they are compara­ 
tively rare. 
A regular organized war­ 
fare Is waged uj>on India's myriads of 
reptiles, nnd In each district a regular 
head tax is paid upon each cobra and 
other snakes killed. 
Last year tho number of snakes de­ 
stroyed was 7 32,221, for which rewards 
amounting to nearly 50,000 rupees were 
paid. 
The greatest destruction of life 
appears to have been in Bengal, where 
11,131 people were killed and nearly 
1,000 cattle. 
In this province alone 55,- 
051 poisonous snakes were destroyed. 
The officials charged with this curi­ 
ous work were scattered over the whole 
vast area, from 
the 
Himalayas 
to 
southern Madras, 
including 
Bombay 
provinces, the Northwest provinces and 
Oudh, the Punjab, Central provinces, 
Burma, Assam, Hyderabad and others.”

or brokers are req uired to furnish customers written 
statements sh owing from wh om property was bough t or 
sold, th e time of th e transaction and th e consideration. 
Failure to furnish such written statement is accepted as 
evidence th at th e trading was illegitimate. 
Th e United States Circuit Court of Apj>eals in th e State 
of Wash ington recently gave th e bucket sh ops a black 
ey e in ordering th e repay ment of $8 ,000 trust funds, flic 
h older h aving lost It in th e stock market. 
To th e plea 
th at th e bucket sh op did not know th e money was part 
of a trust fund, th e court h eld th at as no defense, th at 
th e money h ad been gained In a pure gambling transac­ 
tion. th at no value h ad been given, and th at th e sura 
must be repaid to th e person defrauded. 
Th e finding 
applies In any case, to a bank clerk or any oth er person 
h olding a fiduciary position wh o so betray s h is trust. 
Th is finding and oth ers, togeth er with th e activity 
of State Legislatures and growing public sentiment, h ave 
already exerted a wh olesome restraining influence.

Th e man wh o drives Ids own car does 
not want to spend even a minute in prison, wh ile h e h as 
6iigh t objection to pay ing a good sum for indulging h is 
speed mania. 
Th e dish onest ch auffeur wh o rides about 
in h i* employ er’s car wlien its owner th inks It Is In th e 
garage may pay a fine and conceal h is arrest. 
If h e is 
sent to priton Ifls misconduct must become known to th e 
niun wh o pay s h is wages, and th e conseq uences are likely 
to be serious after h e regains h is liberty . 
In comparatively few of th e cases In wh ich th e public 
h as cause to complain of automobillsts’ excesses are th e 
car owners lustlv to be h eld to entire responsibility . Th eir 


mach ines arc taken out with out th eir knowledge or con­ 
sent, and put to uses of wh ich th ey disapprove absolutely . 
Tills can be done freq uently with out detection, and a 
record of th e worst violations of th e law th at h ave at­ 
tracted attention would sh ow th at in a large majority 
of th em th e owners were not present. 
Jailing th e law 
violating ch auffeurs will make th e unauth orized use of 
cars more dangerous and sh ould contribute materially 
to th e safety of th e streets.—New York Sun.

As It Is th e United States Steel Cor­ 
poration wh ich Is performing th is won­ 
derful feat of raising a city from a 
prairie, and as It stands ready to de­ 
vote $7 5,000,000 to th e work, it is no 
mere gossip to say Gary will be a model 
municipality and a beeh ive of Indus­ 
try . 
As th e steel company is not per­ 
mitted by its ch arter to engage in th e

Th e celebrated “Smy rna carpet” is 
not made In Sm y rna; it is a product of 
th e vilay et of Aidln, of wh ich Smy rna 
is th e capital. Th e ch ief places of man­ 
ufacture are th e villages of 
Uieh ak, 
Koule, Gh iardis, Melessos, Kirkagatsch , 
Makrl, Axar and Demirdji. Th e Industry 
gives employ ment to th ousands of peo­ 
ple, especially women, wh o are obliged 
to do th e work almost entirely , wh ile 
th e men spend tlieir time in th e coffee 
h ouses drinking strong coffee and smok­ 
ing numberless cigarettes, all in true 
Oriental fash ion. 
Little girls are com­ 
pelled to take up th e work early , at 7 
or 10 y ears of age at th e latest, and 
th ey keep at it unceasingly until th ey 
go to th eir graves. 
Th e market for th e wools Is h eld 
every Th ursday from dawn to sunset 
In th e bazaar of Usch ak, wh ich Is th en 
filled with purch asers wh o h ave arrived 
on buffaloes, camels, donkey s and oth er 
picturesq ue beasts of burden. Th e spun 
wools are not 
dy ed by th e weaver* 
th emselves, but by special dy ers. 
More th an 3,000 female weavers are 
employ ed at Usch ak in th e preparation 
of carpets. 
Th e operators 
are gen­ 
erally members of th e same family , but 
th ere are a number of girls wh o earn 
about 6 to 7 cents per day . 
Th e Gh i­ 
ardis carpets are generally 
smaller 
th an th ose of Usch ak. Very fine pray er 
carpets, closely woven and or h armo­ 
nious colors, are produced In Imitation 
of th e Persian carpets.

28 0 pounds each and covered with g o a t­ 
skins.

The following ¡mints are to be borne 
in mind In dragging a road ; make a 
light draw, which is hauled over the 
road at an angle 
so that 
a sanali 
amount of earth is pushed to the cen­ 
ter of the road. 
Drive the team at a walk. 
Ride on the drag ; do not walk. 
Begin at one side of the road, re­ 
turning up the opposite side. 
Drag the road as soon after every 
rain as possible, but not when the mud 
Is in such a condition as to stick to 
the drag, 
Do not drag a dry road. 
Drag whenever possible at all sea­ 
sons of the year. 
If a road is dragged 
immediately before a cold spell it will 
freeze In a smooth condition. 
The width of traveled way to be 
maintained by the draw' should be from 
IS to 20 feet; first drag a little more 
than the width of a single wheeled 
track, then gradually Increase until 
the desired width is obtained. 
Always drag a little earth to the 
center of the road until It la raised 
from 10 to 12 inches above the edges of 
the traveled way. 
If the drag cuts in too much, s h o r t­ 
en the hitch. 
The amount of earth that the drag 
will carry along can be very consid- 
embly controlled by the driver, accord­ 
ingly as he stands near the cutting end 
or away from It. 
When the roads are first dragged aft­ 
er a very muddy spell, the wagons 
.should drive, if possible, to one side 
until the roadway has a chance to 
freeze cr partially dry out. 
The best results from dragging are 
obtained only 
by repeated 
applica­ 
tions. 
Remember that constant attention is 
nec(*snaTj to maintain an earth load 
la its test condition.

The habitual user of quinine, how­ 
ever, becomes a slave to tin* drug and 
thus derives little benefit from it. Men 
with malaria eat it by the ounce and 
still retain the malaria. 
The world is 
full of quinine fiends,who pour a spoon­ 
ful into the palm of one hand and 
lick it down without a grimace. 
They are known to eliew cinchona 
bark as if It were gum. 
Others not 
habituated m ud take two grains or 
ten in a gelatine capsule.

sules were invented it was taken in 
molasses and the chances are that (lie 
molasses effected the cure. 
Too much 
quinine is almost as bad as too much 
calomel. 
The world is Indebted to Louis XIV 
for the general introduction of quinine.

and adopted by a rising vote, may be 
assumed to be. in so far as it refers to 
th e subject, an auth oritative assertion 
' of th e attitude of Mormon ism to-day 
| toward poly gamous marriages, 
i 
After referring to th e fact th at ik> 
ly gamy was publish ed to th e world as 
a doctrine of th e Mormon Ch urch in 
1852 and forbidden by act of Congress 
ten y ears later th e address say s: 
"Th e Mormon people bow in submis­ 
sion to th e laws enacted against plural 
marriages. 
Wh en stateh ood for Utah 
became a possibility on condition th at 
h er constitution provide by ordinance, 
Irrevocable with out th e consent of th e 
United States, th at plural marriages 
sh ould be forever proh ibited, th e Mor­ 
mon people accepted th e condition by 
voting for adoption of th e constitu­ 
tion. 
Since th at time th e ch urch h as 
been true to its pledge respecting th e 
abandonment of th e practice of plural 
marriages. 
If it be urged th at th ere 
h ave been instances of violation of th e 
antipoly gamy laws th e answer is th at 
In every state and nation th ere are in­ 
dividuals wh o violate laws in spite of 
all th e vigilance th at can be exercised, 
but it does not follow th at th e integ­ 
rity of a community or state is de­ 
stroy ed 
because of such individual 
transgressions.” 
Figures are th en offered to sh ow th e 
law-abiding disposition of th e Mormon 
Ch urch . 
It is said to be a matter of 
record th at wh en th e antipolgamy man­ 
ifesto was Issued in 18 9 0 th ere were 
2,451 plural families among th e Mor­ 
mons. 
By 18 9 9 th is number h ad been 
reduced to 1,543 and by 19 03 to 8 9 7 . 
Alth ough no later figures are given, it 
Is asserted th at th ere h as been a fur­ 
th er material reduction in th e number 
of plural families. Th e suspicious may 
wonder at th e omission of definite sta­ 
tistics of recent date but, accepting as 
auth entic th e figures given and th e 
facts stated, it seems th at if th e Mor­ 
mon Ch urch Is still teach ing and prac­ 
ticing poly gamy , as was alleged in th e 
Smoot Inq uiry , th e propaganda is mak­ 
ing poor h eadway with out open sanc­ 
tion and, indeed, against official dis­ 
approval publicly expressed. 
Senator 
Smoot, by th e way , is referred to in 
accounts of th e conference as “among 
th e dignitaries present" at th e open­ 
ing session.

Atlanta, Ga., Ju ly 31.—The Hard- 
man-Covington prohibition bill, passed 
by the Georgia senate some days ago, 
was adopted by the hou se last even­ 
ing by a vote of 139 to 39. 
Two 
am endm ents added to the bill by the 
hou se will necessitate the bill going 
back to the senate for concu rrence, 
of which there is no dou bt, and the 
bill then will go to Governor Hoke 
Smith for liis signatu re, which has 
been practically pledged, and prohibi­ 
tion will become a law in Geoigia. 
The am endm ents permit the sale of 
pu re alcohol by retail dru ggists on 
the prescription of a repu table phy­ 
sician and also allow wholesale dru g­ 
gists to carry pu re alcohol in stock 
for sale to retailers only. 
The bill 
prohibits the m anu factu re or keeping 
on hand in any place of bu siness the 
sale or giving away to indu ce bu siness 
within the state of any liqu or that 
may produ ce intoxication. 
The new 
law is to become effective Jan u a ry 1, 
1908. 
After the first fight on the bill last 
week in which ihe opponents of the 
bill showed their ability to keep the 
act from its third reading, an agree* 
ment was reached making the bill a 
special order for yesterday. 
This pro­ 
gram was carried ou t. 
Twenty-one 
am endm ents were offered. 
Only two 
were allowed and both of these were 
introdu ced by the prohibitionists. 
The 
anti-prohibitionists made their ha rd ­ 
est fight to secu re the adoption of an 
am endm ent to postpone u ntil Janu ary, 
1909, the date when the bill shou ld 
become effective.
